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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is a reply to applicants' communication filed on April 23, 2008 
in response to PTO Office Action mailed on October 23, 2007. Applicant's remarks and 
amendments to the claims and/or the specification were considered with the results that 
follow. 

2. Claims 1, 2, and 8 are amended. Claims 9-12 are added. As a result, claims 1-1 
are now pending. 

3. Claims 1-8 remain objected to as lacking proper antecedent basis. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed April 23, 2008 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1-1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the currently processed application" in line 9. 

b. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the processing data" in line 1 1 . 

c. Claim 2 recites the limitation "the required access" in line 4. 

d. Claim 3 recites the limitation "the request" in line 3. 
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e. Claim 8 recites the limitation "the currently processed application 

f. Claim 8 recites the limitation "the processing" in line 10. 

g. Claim 8 recites the limitation "the associated module" in line 12 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claims 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. In particular, claims 1 and 8 recite "requesting 
a global buffer (FB) in said global memory (GM) to be exclusively reserved for the 
processing data" and "requesting a dedicated communication path between the 
associated module and the global buffer". These limitations find no support in the 
original disclosure. Though the disclosure provides for "a memory managing unit (MMU) 
determining whether local memory (LM) has sufficient memory space, and requests a 
global buffer9fb0 in global memory to be reserved for processing data of associated 
module when memory space in local memory (LM) is insufficient", it does not provide for 
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"exclusively reserving the memory" and "requesting a dedicated communication path". 
Claims 1-1 1 are thus rejected as recited new matter. 

8. As per claim 1 1 , the original disclosure simply supports "the MMU determines 
whether the LM provides sufficient memory space for the processed application; 
Abstract" but does support doing so "...by comparing the memory space in the LM to a 
predetermined value".
